Anyone is welcome to join the business 
club, One of their goals is to provide an op- 
portunity for students and faculty to learn 
more about the business world and about 
ways to improve communication skills. 

“Business is about people,” Nemmers 
said, ‘‘and it’s important for people to 
realize that communication is essential, no 
matter what your major.” 

The business club could be affiliated with 
a national business organization, which 
would give it support and recognition in the 
world of commerce. To be considered, the 
club must submit an application and a copy 
of its constitution, outlining the objectives 
and goals of the club. If accepted, the club 
and the officers would be affiliated. 

The club's first activity, held on March 
12, was an informal discussion, led by Dick 
Schmid, sales manager of Crescent Elec- 
tric Supply Company in East Dubuque, Wil. 
He talked about how employers view pro- 
spective employees. 

Speakers may be invited to talk about 
business ethics, what employers look for 
in an interview and what classes are 
beneficial for students interested in a 
business career. 

Faculty members of the business depart- 
ment can help generate quality speakers 
by networking throughout the Dubuque 
and surrounding communities. 

Other possible events include mock in- 
terviews with local employers, an etiquette 
dinner with the Loras College business 
club and a ‘Dress for Success” fashion 
show.

Because volun- 
tarism has declined in recent years, ad- 
ministrators thought that students needed 
to be exposed to some sort of community 
service.
